Sub teachers seek pay increase 
negotiations with school trustees

trustees for an 18 per cent wage in­ 
crease 


A letter signed by about 45 substitutes 
and submitted to the Lompoc Unified 
School District Board of Trustees asks 
that the current daily substitute salary of 
$29 50 be raised to $35 


Since substitutes received their last 
raise (from $26 to $29 50» in 1974. the 
cost-of-living has jumped 24 per cent, the 
letter states “ We feel our proposal is 
not a raise as much as it is a cost of liv­ 
ing adjustment.’ they state 
A spokesperson said later that Lompoc 


substitutes are the lowest paid in the 
area, with other district salaries ranging 
from Santa Barbara's $30 to Ventura s 
$34 SO a day 
The school board has directed staff to 
study the salary request Alice Milligan, 
assistant superintendent in charge of 
personnel, said she would present a 
recommendation to the board by June 28 
Milligan, the board’s chief collective 
bargaining negotiator, also is working on 
the district s First 
offer in response to 
the contract proposal by the Lompoc 
Education Association, teacher bargain­ 
ing agent 
The district's some 70 available sub­ 
stitutes were not included in the recently 
established collective bargaining unit of 
521 
regularly 
employed 
Lompoc 
teachers Previously the substitutes had 
been represented by the Certificated 


Employe Council, which could ‘confer’’ 
but not formally negotiate with the 
school board 
The district employs about 25 sub­ 
stitutes a day, and spends aobut $124,000 
a year for substitutes' salaries 
The 
requested raise would mean an addition- 
al $23,000 expense to the district 
Substitutes receive Worker's Compen­ 
sation insurance and some qualify for 
State Teacher’s Retirement benefits, but 
they receive no other fringe benefits, ac­ 
cording to the district 
A spokesperson for the substitutes said 
the group feels “ exploited' and general­ 
ly neglected by the district, but because 
it “ probably doesn't know the conditions 
we face ” The group believes it has 
presented a moderate request and ex­ 
pects the board to grant it. the 
spokesperson said 
Agreement reached on occupancy

LEA was elected this month as the ex­ 
clusive collective bargaining agent for 
521 district teachers It will be the first 
union to formally negotiate a contract 
with the district, under a new law allow­ 
ing teacher collective bargaining 
LEA has submitted a contract in­ 
cluding proposals for a 9 per cent wage 
increase, increased fringe benefits such 
as fully paid medical insurance, and 
class-size reductions that could require 
the hiring of 100 additional teachers 
The school board is currently working 
on an initial counterproposal to LEA and 
is urging suggestions by citizens 


“ The public should come in and say 
what they like and dislike about the 
proposals,” Board President Barbara 
Berg said 


“ They should read it and react to it.” 
On june 4. following the public 
meeting, the board plans to meet in ex­ 
ecutive session to formulate instructions 
for district chief negotiator Alice 
Milligan 


Under SB 160 that collective bargain­ 
ing law. negotiations may not take place 
on any proposal until the public has been 
informed and has had a chance to com­ 
ment on it 
Also 
any new subject 
proposals made by either the board or 
the teachers must be made available to 
the public 


said 
The conflict led to the issuance of an 
order on May 19 to vacate the building by 
10 a m . today because city requirements 
hadn't been met. according to Lam Lam 
said the building was not completed, 
public improvements had not been in­ 
stalled and final inspections had not been 
carried out 
If the building and the site pass inspec­ 
tion today, and all other requirements 
are met. Lam said, the city could issue a 
temporary-conditional occupancy per­ 
mit 
The certificate of deposit would 
guarantee the removal of unused 
driveway approaches, the restoration of 
curbing, the installation of sidewalks 
along Laurel Avenue and G Street, the 
construction of ramps for the handicap­ 
ped. the construction of new driveway 
approaches and the planting of street 
trees 


Also in the works is final inspection of 
existing water service and metering 
arrangements, the development of a 
parking lot and the installation of land­ 
scaping. Lam said 


“ Our interest is to get the building 
completed not to close the man down. 
Lam said this morning “ We re actually 
trying to help him 


Lam said he was hopeful that 
everything would work out satisfactori­ 
ly “ There’s only one thing that is unfor­ 
tunate.” he said this morning 
“ The 
details of the outside of the building are 
not required to go before the Architec­ 
tural Review Board — the city has no 
control over the outside of the building 
because the original building permit was 
issued before the ARC came into being ’ 


Any signs that are installed will have 
to be reviewed by the ARC however, 
Lam said 


The building is a one-story structure 
built of concrete blocks An auto parts 
store has occupied the structure since 
about Mav 16

ASSEN. The Netherlands (U P I) - 
Moluccan gunmen today freed the 
remaining 102 children held in a 
schoolhouse and authorities appeared to 
be preparing to move a hijacked train 
carrying 56 other hostages. 
Some 12 hours after other Moluccan 
gunmen released the children held for 
four days at a nearby elementary school, 
witnesses said a locomotive was brought 
within a mile of where the hijacked train 
has been parked in isolated pastureland 
since the takeover early Monday 
After a day of tense negotiations by a 
field telephone with the estimated 10 
hijackers, a government spokesman 
said. “ We have arrived at a stage where 
we can say very little.” 
Officials said privately the terse public 
statement reflected caution at a delicate 
turning point in the government’s bid to 
end the twin sieges now more than four 
days old 
th e release of the children — 
prompted by the spread of a lightning in­ 
testinal ailment through the besieged 
school — opened the way for a possible 
deal with the train terrorists, two of 
whom seemed to be the masterminds of 
the carefully coordinated attacks 
The gunmen still were holding four 
teachers in the school, plus the hostages 
of the stalled train 
After a flash intestinal ailment felled 
child after child jammed into two 
crowded classrooms at Bovensmilde 
primary school, the four gunmen called 
the government's crisis center at nearby 
Assen before dawn with a long prayed 
for message “ Come get the children ' 
i am mad with joy.” Premier Joop 
den Uyl said after the last of 106 captive 
children left the school at about 7 a m 
Four of the children were released 
Thursday 
The gunmen 
who demand in ­ 
dependence for their former Spice 
Islands homeland of South Moluccas, 
also released one teacher along with the 
children 
A sixth teacher believed to 
have beeen among the hostages was dis­ 
closed to have been off duty at the time 
of the takeover of the school Monday

John K Singlaub. relieved as U S chief 
of staff in South Korea for remarks 
regarded by President Carter as con­ 
trary to his policy, today was appointed 
chief of staff of the U S Army Forces 
Command - the Army’s biggest com­ 
mand 
Gen Bernard W Rogers. Army chief 
of Staff, announced that Singlaub will as­ 
sume his new post at Ft McPherson. 
Ga . effective June 27 
Contrary to some expectations that he 
would be relegated to an obscure Army 
job, Singlaub came out with a plum as­ 
signment 
His command of more than 300.000 ac­ 
tive personnel stretches 10.000 miles 
from Guam 
through the U S 
Trust 
Territories of the Pacific, across the 
continental United States to Puerto Rico 
and down to Panama It is the largest 
single command in the Army 


BULLETIN 
SACRAMENTO (U P I) - Legislation 
restoring the death penalty in California 
today sailed through the Senate and was 
sent to Gov Edmund G Brown Jr., who 
vows to veto the bill as a matter of con­ 
science 
The Senate voted 27-10 to accept As­ 
sembly amendments to the bill (SB155) 
by Sen 
George Deukmejian, R-Long 
Beach The vote was the exact two-thirds 
needed for passage of the “ urgency 
legislation 
The final vote set the stage for a 
dramatic confrontation between Brown 
and proponents of capital punishment in 
the legislature, who promise to try to 
override the veto An override requires a 
two-thirds vote in both houses. 
Surveys indicate that death penalty ad­ 
vocates now are a few votes short of win­ 
ning an override but several lawmakers 
still are undecided If the override fails, 
law enforcement groups have promised 
to mount an initiative campaign 


Deukmejian met with Brown Wednes­ 
day in an attempt to persuade the gover­ 
nor to allow the bill to become law 
without his signature But the senator 
told his colleagues. “ My hope is rather 
faint that the governor will change his 
mind ” 


Senate debate became acrimonious 
when Republican Sen John Briggs, a 
candidate for governor, charged Browm 
made a “ deal'’ with Democratic leaders 
to override his veto so he could escape 
th*> political liability of running for re- 
election at the same time a death penalty 
initiative was on the ballot 


Several Democrats denied that any 
arrangement had been made and strong­ 
ly objected to the remarks Sen Alan 
Robbins. D-Van Nuys said the death 
penalty “ was not the subject we should 
use for political fodder “

by the Assembly on a 54-23 vote, the ex­

The Botanic Garden at Ken 
Adam Park w ill get new 
graveled trails, new redwood 
identification stakes and a 
barrier of telephone poles stuck 
in the ground to protect the 
entrance from the parking lot 
Details on the improvements 
were reviewed this week in a 
conference at the garden that 
brought together county land 
scape architects Rod Barrette 
and Elaine Hansen, and of­ 
ficials of Friends of the Botanic 
Garden 
Vaughn Proctor, 
president, and David Lemon 
and Rod Schmidt, key commit 
tee chairpersons Also present 
were Dennis Lang, ranger in 
charge of area county parks, 
and Sam Seward, ranger at Ken 
Adam Park 
The meeting was the first 
held by Friends officials with 
Hansen, who will be in charge 
of the park, and was scheduled 
at the garden to explore the 
responsibilities that will fall to 
the county on the one hand and 
to the Friends group on the 
other 
Proctor said the Friends 
would cooperate fully with 
county officials in the develop­ 
ment of the botanic garden 
along lines laid down years ago 
by Henry Bauernsehmidt. then 
the c o u n ty ’s la n d sc a p e 
architect 
At the same time, 
Proctor told the county officials 
his group understood that some 
aspects of Bauernsehmidt s 
plan could not be implemented 
A proposed aquatic pond, for 
example, 
would 
be better 
placed across the park in 
another location rather than in 
the botanic garden section 
Proctor said his group would 
give up the idea of planting 
some Monterey Pine trees as a 
windbreak on the western 
borderotthe garden, in face of 
Hansen's questions about the 
wisdom of the project Hansen 
said the soil was inadequate to 
hold trees that could grow to 40- 
60 feet in a few years 
The planting proposal was in 
addition to the Bauernsehmidt 
plan and had won approval of 
the Friends board of directors 


Later, the group toured the 
park and wound up at the site 
proposed by Barrett for the 
pond It is located in a ravine 
near Lompoc-Casmalia Road 
In other action 
The group approved Lang's 
suggestion for the construction 
of a telephone pole barrier 
along the edge of the parking lot 
and also for use of the poles to 
accent the entrances to the gar­ 
den 
Lemon won approval for 
his proposal to purchase new 
redwood identification stakes, 
with money provided by 
Friends 
Barrette said the county 
could help provide some 
literature on the garden for dis­ 
tribution to the public 
The county w ill also 
provide new gravel for the 
trails will provide some of the 
labor to spread the gravel and 
will provide the telephone poles 
and build the barriers around 
the parking lot

SArRAM ENTO (U P I) - The 
Senate today took a hard look at 
amendments to legislation 
restoring the death penalty in 
California, which if approved 
would send the measure on to 
the promised veto by Gov Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr 
The amendments to the bill 
(SB155) by Sen George Deuk- 
mejian. R-Long Beach, were 
made in the Assembly Criminal 
Justice Committee 
The bill was approved two 
weeks ago by the Assembly on a 
54-23 vote, the exact number 
needed to return the “ urgency’' 
bill to the Senate, which earlier 
passed the controversial meas­ 
ure on a 29-10 vote, two more 
than needed 
“ Urgency” legislation re­ 
quires a two-thirds vote for pas­ 
sage and the same margin 
needed to override a veto by 
Brown 
Gray Davis. Brown’s chief of 
staff, said Deukmejian met 
with the governor for an hour 
Thursday during which time the 
Senate Republican leader un­ 
successfully tried to persuade 
Brown to allow the bill to 
become law without his sig­ 
nature 
Davis said Brown turned him 
down and repeated his intention 
to veto the bill outright as a 
matter of conscience 
A U PI poll indicates the 
Senate is four votes short of the 
27 needed to override a veto, 
with seven calling themselves 
undecided 
The survey also 
shows that an override effort 
would fail by at least two in the 
Assembly with two members 
undecided 
The measure provides a 
sentence of death for 
Murder for hire, murder of a 
peace officer killing a witness 
to prevent his testim ony, 
murder 
committed 
during 
other felonies such as rape or 
robbery, second conviction for 
murder, murder by torture, 
sabotage resulting in death, 
treason, perjury resulting in the 
execution of an 
innocent 
person malicious use of explo­ 
sives resulting in death murder 
committed by a 
life-term 
prisoner 
In an effort to meet U S 
Supreme Court guidelines, the 
bill also allows for presentation 
of “ mitigating circumstance*' 
during a murder trial If a jury 
found, for example, that the 
defendant was under the in­ 
fluence of drugs at the time of 
the c rim e , he could be 
sentenced to life in prison 
without possibility of parole 
No one younger than 18 could 
be executed 
T h e am end m en ts accep ted by 
D e u k m ejia n at the request of 
some members of the Criminal 
Justice Committee did not 
change the basic provisions of 
the bill 
Basically they would prevent 
prosecutors from introducing 
evidence of past crim inal 
behavior by the defendant un­ 
less a conviction resulted 
In addition, the changes 
would give the jury more dis­ 
c re tio n 
in d e te rm in in g 
whether a sentence should be 
death or life in prison without 
possibility of parole

He said CIA contacts included 
Sig Mickelson. his predecessor 
as president of CBS News 
former Washington Bureau 
chief Ted Koop. and former 
correspondent Frank Kearns, 
now a journalism professor at 
the University of West Virginia 
Schorr had said Kearns was a 
C IA agent, which Kearns 
denied 
At one time 
he said. CBS 
delivered to the CIA in New 
York its 
outtakes.’’ film not 
used on the air “ Salant said the 
agency was particularly in­ 
terested in footage of riots and 
demonstrations from abroad so 
that participants could be iden­ 
tified,” the Times reported 


“ I found that it was the prac­ 
tice for the CIA station guy. or 
whoever he was — it was 
always very mysterious 
to 
ask for and get outtakes Com 
abroad.” Salant said 


He said the CIA monitored 
the reports submitted by CBS

Soviet Union has made a sting­ 
ing new attack against China 
that one analyst calls the 
strongest in almost 10 years 
The blunt rhetorical broad­ 
side was contained in a formal 
letter of protest given to the 
Chinese Embassy here May 19 
by the Soviet Foreign Ministry 
The text of the note was 
published Thursday by the 
government newspaper Izves- 
tia. 
The note implicated high 
Chinese officials in a campaign 
of “ lies and slander” against 
Moscow It accused Peking of 
preaching that a world war is 
“ inevitable and even desira­ 
ble.” 
“ There are some in China 
who hypocritically represent 
the deliberately mounted anti- 
Soviet campaign as some prin­ 
cipled argument But what can 
there be in common between an 
ideological argument and ac­ 
tions that cannot be qualified as 
anything but malicious slander, 
abuse and provocation'*’’ the 
note said 
(The Chinese Communist 
newspaper 
People’s 
Daily 
warned today of “ unbridled and 
ominous Soviet moves” in a 
drive for domination of the seas 
and said they would lead to war 
(“ Prompted by its ambitions 
for world hegemony. Moscow 
has thrown itself into an intense 
contest with the United States 
for the domination of the 
seas...” the newspaper said 
Excerpts were broadcast and 
monitored in Hong Kong ) 


One Western analyst said the 
Soviet protest appeared to be 
“ just short of threatening ac­ 
tion” against the Chinese He 
said it was the strongest such 
attack since the Soviet-Chinese 
border clashes of the late 1960s 


No specific action was 
threatened, but the note con­ 
cluded with the warning that 
“ the Chinese leaders are as­ 
suming a great responsibility to 
their people for the con­ 
sequences of continuing this 
campaign ” 


The only hint of possible ac­ 
tion was the note's statement 
that Peking had violated the 
“ elementary norms" of rela­ 
tions between states with 
diplomatic 
relations, which 
raised the possibility of a com­ 
plete break with Peking 


The diplomats also described 
the timing as odd. coming as it 
did just days before the central 
committee 
meeting Tuesday 
that brought Soviet leadership 
changes and the approval of a 
new draft constitution

the Soviet propaganda

LONDON (U P I) - Britain 
opens a Silver Jubilee blast of 
immodesty today, patting its 
own back with a futuristic ex- 
hibition

“ It gives the com plete 
answer to the knockers who 
believe that Britain is fini­ 
shed.” said a statement from 
its sponsor, a cigarette firm 


The exhibition, housed in a 
sculptured tent in a London 
park, is the biggest single show 
to celebrate Queen Elizabeth s 
25 years on the throne It cost 
more than $1 7 million to put 
together 
Its idea, throwing modesty to 
the winds, is to trumpet 
Britain’s achievements of the 
past 100 years — everything 
from the Beatles and the 
miniskirt 
to superconducting 
homopolar generators 
There is much to brag about 
Britain has a record of inven­ 
tion second to none. It has 31 
Nobel prize-winners in science 
still alive It abounds in inven­ 
tive eccentrics, like the circus 
dwarf lady who devised a 
machine that types music, or 
Dr Brian Mercer, who discov­ 
ered how to produce continuous 
plastic netting while watching 
his wife mince meat 
“ The British are a remarka­ 
ble people.” confesses an ex­ 
hibition booklet to start things 


off on a properly boastful note 
“ In proportion to pop­ 
ulation.” it says, “ they (the 
British) have probably con­ 
tributed more to the advance of 
the world than any nation since 
the Greeks, and in modern 
times their contribution has 
been absolutely greater 
That 
staggering 
statement 
seems borne out by a casual 
section of photographs of “ the 
pioneers.” 
It pictures Ernest Ruther­ 
ford. who split the atom in a 
“ string and sealing-wax lab,” 
computer pioneer Alan Turing. 
A le x an d e r 
F le m in g and 
penicillin Robert Watson-Watt 
and radar. John Maynard 
Keynes and his theories of 
economics 
In a vast, soaring section 
called “ The New Elizabethan’ 
are found Concorde, Christo­ 
pher Cockerell’s air cushion 
“ hovercraft.” two climbers 
making the first conquest of 
Mt Everest. Laurence Olivier 
for the theater and John 
Charnlev s hip socket opera­ 
tion 
The future is the keynote in 
the final section — dozens upon 
dozens of inventions on the 
forward fringes of science 
Most of these exist only on 
paper or in prototype 
The show runs through Oct 30 
and hoped for attendance is

House votes 
to relax 
standards 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
House has voted to relax auto 
exhaust standards in what spon­ 
sors called a recognition of the 
energy problem and foes called 
“ a com plete cop-out" 
to 
automakers 
The action was a setback for 
President Carter’s environ­ 
ment program 
The auto emission require­ 
ments are in a clean-air bill the 
House approved 326 to 49 Thurs­ 
day. Sim ilar legislation is 
awaiting Senate floor action 
After the vote. Environmen­ 
ta l 
P r o t e c t i o n 
A g e n c y 
administrator Douglas Costle 
said the action “ shows the 
power of the auto industry in 
our society,” and said if the 
House standards become law, 
“ the result will be a needless 
setback for public health for at 
least the next decade 
The bill by Rep Paul Rogers, 
D-Fla , would give industries 
and dirty-air cities more time 
to meet the goals of the 1970 
Clean Air Act 
It would seek to prevent 
significant deterioration of air 
quality in pristine areas such as 
national parks, and it would 
allow utilities forced to switch 
from clean-burning natural gas 
to coal several more years to 
clean up their smokestack 
emissions 
But auto exhaust cleanup 
requirements were the key 
provision 
The 1970 law set stringent 
standards for controlling hy­ 
drocarbons, carbon monoxide 
and nitrogen oxides — the three 
main pollutants from cars 
Exhaust from the 1978 
models, which come out this 
summer, was to spew no more 
than 0 41 of a gra m of 
hydrocarbons per mile. 3.4 
grams of carbon monoxide and 
0 4 of a gram of nitrogen oxides 
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Western diplomats believed 
the Soviets were hoping for a

Nixon-Frost 
to return 


W A S H IN G T O N 
( U P I ) 
Richard Nixon and David Frost 
will return this fall for a fifth 
televised discussion — this one 
dealing with the 18*¿-minute 
gap and why Nixon did not 
destroy the White House tapes 
that cost him his office 
Frost told the National Press 
Club Thursday there is no firm 
date for the interview, but it 
will be broadcast this fall and 
will probably run 90 minutes — 
as did the first four 
He would not disclose what 
Nixon said on the two topics, 
preferring instead to have them 
viewed “ in the context” of the 
entire show 
The two spoke by telephone 
after the second broadcast. 
Frost said, explaining he found 
Nixon worried about the media 
reaction to the shows — 
He 
always has a gloomy prognosis 
about how he's going to be 
regarded by the press " 
Asked how he feels personally 
about Nixon, Frost said, “ it's 
an amalgam 
At varying mo­ 
ments one senses he is a tragic 
figure, senses that San 
Clemente is a version of Elba, 
so there are times when one has 
a sense of sympathy ”

SAN DIEGO (UPI i - Deputy 
coroners, whose mission it is to 
notify survivors of the death of 
a relative, meet a variety of 
reactions, ranging from physi­ 
cal attacks to a sigh of relief 
Robert Creason, coroner for 
San Diego County where 3.000 
deaths a year are investigated, 
talked recently about what he 
calls 
the most difficult part of 
our job 
— notifying survivors 
“ I have a very firm policy." 
Creason explained "that per­ 
sonal notification will be made 
if the nearest relative lives in 
the county ." 
Elsew here in 
California 
arrangem ents are 
made for local police to deliver 
the news, and out of state it is 
done by telegram 
He never notifies a survivor 
bv phone 
I think that is very brutal." 
he said ‘‘A very cold procedure 
which can do psychological 
damage " 
Creason has been coroner for 
15 years and was a deputy for 
six years before that 
He 
recalls his first notification six 
months after he was on the job 
He snapped his fingers as he ex­ 
plained how "I came that close 
to deciding I wanted to abandon 
this career 
Notification doesn't get any 
easier over the years. Creason 
said 


I've had fists thrown at me. 
fingernail scratches I've been 
cursed and berated All of my 
deputies have ” 


It's the middle-of-the-mght 
notifications which are the 
hardest, according to the cor­ 
oner 
Because the element of 
surprise prevails at night es­ 
pecially if you arouse them 
from bed 


The most difficult thing I 
ever had to do is go to a widow 
with several small children, 
and I was unable to separate 
the mother from the children to 
break the news " 


Creason s deputies have a 
standard procedure of first 
checking with a neighbor of the 
person the-, have to notify about 
a death 


We solicit the aid of a 
neighbor before we go to the 
residence 
he said "One thing 
we w ant to d e te rm in e is 
whether the subject has any 
health problems which might 
be critical In those cases we 
try to take a doctor with us "

" I wrote the book as a 
celebration 
of surgery and 
human life.'* he said in a 
breakfast interview 
"an at­ 
tempt to find some greater 
meaning to what I do " 
He said he has been criticized 
for "a baroque, archaic style 
in the book a series of essays 


ranging from medicine to his 
early life But the insight into 
life and its frailty and ultimate 
dissolution may have required 
the style 
Nothing short of his sanguine 
and corpulent language would 
have defined mortality so well 
"In the recesses of the body I 
search for the philosophers' 
s to n e ,” he w rites in the 
chapter. "The Exact Location 
of the Soul " "I know it is there, 
hidden in the deepest dampest 
cul-de-sac 
It aw a its d is ­ 
covery 
In conversation, as he ad­ 
mits. his language is equally 
fulsome 
i 'm worshipful of the 
energy and spirit that infuses 
every single cell." he said 
Mortal Lessons is largelv 
about medicine, but more about 
people — from the inside out 
"A writing doctor would treat 
men and women with equal 
reverence." he writes, "for 
what is the ‘liberation' of either 
sex to him who knows the

Women said more prone 
to d e p re s sio n than men 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two 
psychiatric researchers believe 
women are m ore prone to 
depression than men 
Just why this is so is not 
clear But Drs Myrna M Weis* 
sman of Yale and Gerald L 
Klerrnan of Harvard say the 
sex differences found in depres­ 
sion offer a promising lead to 
the a ilm e n t th a t a f f e c ts 
millions of Americans 
Dr Weissman and Klerrnan 
said in a report in the medical 
journal. Archives of General 
Psychiatry, that numerous stu­ 
dies indicate twice as many 
women are depressed than 
men 
And after reviewing past 
research, they said they believe 
the female preponderance is 
real, not a statistical fluke. 
Possible explanations involve 
biological susceptibility or psy­ 
chological 
consequences 
of 
social discrimination 
One often suggested possibili­ 
ty is there is an inherited factor 
in depression But after review­ 
ing the lines of reasoning put 
forth for this explanation Dr 
Weissman and Klerrnan said 
the evidence is insufficient to 
draw an> such conclusions 
A nother com m only held 
possibility is that female hor- 
mones somehow are involved 
with depession, particularly 
hormonal changes during the 
menstrual cycle But Dr Weis­ 
sman and Klerrnan said the^e 
ideas have been revu wed by ex­ 
perts and again no conclu'ions 
were reached and no one sex 
hormone could be implicated 
Use of oral contraceptives 
has heen linked to in< reused 
depression but the reseaehers 
said t) ? amount of depression 


among females that could be at 
tributed to the pill is small 
The "new baby blues 
are 
common 
following childbirth 
and this is a period when 
significant hormonal changes 
occur in a women Dr Weis­ 
sman and Klerrnan said there is 
evidence that for six months 
after birth, a woman is at a 
higher risk of developing psv 
chiatric disorders, particularly 
depression. 
They said there is no evidence 
to support ideas that the 
menopausal period produces an 
increased risk of depression 
So far as psycho-social ex 
planations are concerned, the

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Roll blackouts 
slated for state 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co is 
preparing emergency plans for 
“ rolling blackouts” over vast 
areas of California this summer 
because of a hydroelectric 
power shortage caused by the 
two-year drought 
The blackouts are a “ very 
real possibility" and could af­ 
fect nearly half the state's pop­ 
ulation as well as manufac­ 
turers, television and radio sta­ 
tions and persons in “ life and 
death situations" connected to 
iron lungs and home kidney 
machines, P G & E says 
The utility said the situation 
is critical despite purchases of 
alternative energy sources 
from other firms 
“ We don’t want to scare peo­ 
ple We don’t know for sure it's 
going to happen It depends on 
how hot the weather gets and 
mechanical 
breakdowns 
But 
we want to put people on alert,'1 
said Don Baxter, PG & E news 
director 
“ There could be no warning 
But probably there would be a 
15-to 45-minute 
warning in 
many cases." 
Baxter said PG & E represen­ 
tatives have been visiting 
major customers to set up 
"emergency planning" because 
the crisis season is May to Oc­ 
tober and overloads “ could 
start any time with a hot spell 
or major outage " 
He said, however, the utility 
has specific controls so that 
blackouts would be carefully 
shared among businesses and 
residents 
P G & E has area 
“ blocs" and would try to divide 
power loss among them on a 
rotating basis for roughly two 
to four hours each 
This means, for instance, that 
rather than shutting off an en­ 
tire city, P G & E would impose 
blackouts on some customers in 
many areas throughout the 
state 
The key to the problem is 
peak periods when air condi­ 
tioners and agricultural irriga­ 
tion could overtax the power 
capacity of P G & E 
whose 
hydroelectric supply — drawn 
from water — has been reduced 
to 13 per cent of normal Baxter 
said 
Auxiliary 
backup 
systems, 
such as those used by hospitals 
which are not likely to be af­ 
fected — are critical to those 
cities, businesses and home 
medical patients who may have 
to ride out power outages 
P G & E serves 9 m illion 
persons north from the Los 
Angeles County line to near the 
Oregon border, encompassing 
nearly 60 per cent of the state's 
area, and the utility warned 
they must take “ drastic" con­ 
servation measures to combat 
the potential blackouts 
“ Any large city — like San 
Jose. Sacramento or Fresno — 
poses particular problems, 
Baxter said “ Street lights go 
out. elevators won't work 
many switchboards won't func­ 
tion And there is the problem 
of water and sewage systems 
that employ pumps " 
However, 
downtown 
San 
Francisco and Oakland appar­ 
ently are virtually immune 
from major blackouts because 
of built-in protective systems. 
PG & E said 
In Sacramento Jeff Marx of 
the Municipal Utilities District 
said if the final phase of a three- 
step summer curtailment plan 
becomes necessary, business 
and residential power would be 
cut off but sewage plants would 
be kept running “ to prevent dis­ 
ease ” 
“ If we cut them off. we could 
spread poisons all over the 
place." he said 
I S Bureau of Reclamation 
spokesman Jerry King asked 
how his department in Sac­ 
ramento plans to deal with the 
energy shortage this summer, 
said “ Pray " 
Southern California, 
which 
relies on hydroelectric power to 
a relatively small degree, is a 
prime supplier to PG & E of 
alternative energy sources such 
as fossil fuels And one source 
said 
“ The concensus is that 
Southern California can supply 
all 
that 
Northern California 
needs " 


Baxter, however, said that 
while “ this is true on paper, 
there could be summer power 
peaks more than we or they an­ 
ticipate all over the state, and 
then a piece of paper — a con­ 
tract — doesn't mean we’ll get 
what we need 
“Last June 28, for instance, 
we were all on a peak together, 
and we couldn't get anything, or 
very little, from them 
If we 
weren't buying power from 
Southern California now, we’d 
already be in rotating black­ 
outs." 
Normally PG & E also relies 
h e a v i l y 
on 
i m p o r t in g 
hydroelectric power from the 
Pacific northwest 
“ But this 
year were getting virtually 
nothing from them because 
they have their own drought 
there," Baxter said 
Baxter said individual homes 
and the 20 per cent power 
consumption of their air condi­ 
tioners on peak days — are a 
key to the blackout threat 
Although PG & E has asked all 
its large industrial and com­ 
mercial customers to work up 
“ drastic" short-notice energy 
consumption plans, as well as 
requesting city and county 
governments to prepare for 
emergencies. Baxter said 
“ We don’t know exactly what 
to tell the public Turn off your 
tv your lights, your major ap­ 
pliances. particularly your air 
conditioner 
If everyone 
responded, we could get by, but 
it’s not likely " 


A spokesman for the Sac­ 
ramento Municipal Utilities 
District said “ we aren’t entire­ 
ly excluding" the possibility of 
rolling blackouts 
“ W e’ll try to keep radio and 
television on as long as we can. 
but we can’t promise any­ 
thing," he said 
Vincent Bradford, manager 
of the electric division for the 
Modesto Irrigation District, 
which has 58,000 customers, 
said 
"Our plans are almost iden­ 
tical to PG &E's We will be 90 
per cent dependent on PG & E 
this summer for our power 
because of the lack of runoff <of 
water i 
“ Usually we are only about 15 
to 20 per cent dependent upon 
PG & E for power, but because 
of the drought and the lack of 
our own hvdro power we will be 
almost entirely dependent on 
PG & E " 


Even in Southern California, 
where the hydroelectric prob­ 
lem is not as urgent, the 
Metropolitan Water District 
Tuesday reactivated for the 
first time since 1971 a pumping 
plant in the San Fernando 
Valley because of the drought 


It will leave in Pyramid and 
Castaic 
reservoirs 
enough 
water to continue a power plant 
at Castaic on the Ridge Route 


To help alleviate drought 
problems north of the Teha- 
ehapis the MWD stopped tak 
ing water from the north Feb 
28 No water from the northern 
part of the state has gone into 
Pyramid and Castaic reser­ 
voirs since that time 


Otherwise spokesmen for the 
Southern California Edison Co 
in Los Angeles said they foresee 
no problems this summer for 
the 8 million persons the firm 
serves Edison uses only about 7 
per cent hydroelectric power 


“ Barring any major outage 
we could continue sending 
power to PG&E.’’ said an 
Edison spokesman 


Carl Osborn, operations 
manager for the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and 
Power, which has one million 
customers, also noted his agen­ 
cy's minimal use of hydro 
power and said. “ We are trying 
to assist PG & E 


And San Diego Gas & Electric 
Co . which also receives added 
supplies from Southern Califor­ 
nia Edison, said it foresees no 
rolling blackouts for its 
customers because most of its 
power comes from oil-fired 
steam generators and the San 
Onofre Nuclear Plant

FEA power struggle

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - A poten­ 
tially bruising battle may be looming on 
Capitol Hill over the job status of the 
number two man at the Federal Energy 
Administration 
For weeks now. critics within and out­ 
s id e th e g o v e r n m e n t h a v e b ee n 
searching tor a way to oust retired 
Army Gen 
G orm an 
Smith from his posi­ 
tion as acting deputy 
adm inistrator of the 
FEA 
Smith, a holdover 
from the Nixon-Ford 
era. is regarded as a 
villian by consum er 
groups, environm en­ 
talists and their allies 
in Congress, who con­ 
sider him an ardent 
promotor of the oil and 
gas industry 
Their opinion is not shared by FEA Ad­ 
ministrator John O’Leary, a Carter ap­ 
pointee who has shown no intention of 
dumping the deputy he inherited more 
than three months ago from the outgoing 
Republican administration 
But O'Leary, we have learned, was 
privately warned last week that Smith s 
prolonged tenure may constitute a viola­ 
tion of a federal law prohibiting anyone 
from serving in an “acting" capacity for 
more than 30 days in a job which 
requires a formal presidential appoint­ 
ment and Senate confirmation 
The warning, according to our sources, 
was issued by Sen Howard Metzenbaum 
D-Ohio, a member of the Senate Energy 
Committee and an outspoken critic of 
Smith who would like to see him forced 
out of government entirely 
O’Leary has previously said that Smith 
would be formally nominated for the 
number two job at FEA, although that 
decision ultimately rests with the Presi­ 
dent — not with O'Leary 
As of mid-May, however, no such 
nomination had been submitted to the 
Senate and Smith’s service as “acting" 
deputy had stretched past the 90-day 
mark "We understand it’s at the White 
House, going through clearance,’’ an 
FEA spokesman said 
The spokesman acknowledged that 
FEA had received “ a Senate inquiry’’ 
about the legality of Smith’s status as 
acting deputy, but said agency lawyers 
“ are not aware of any legal limitations 
at this tim e.’’ The matter, he added, is 
under investigation 
For years ago, in June 1973, a federal 
court in Washington ruled that Nixon ap­ 
pointee Howard J 
Phillips could no 
longer function as director of the Office 
of Economic Opportunity, a post he had 
occupied for almost five months in an 
“acting” 
capacity 
without 
receiving 
Senate confirmation 
The lawsuit which resulted in that in­ 
junction against Phillips had been filed 
by four Democratic senators, including 
the man who is now Jimmy Carter’s vice 
president 
Walter F. Mondale 
Metzenbaum has called that case to 
the attention of FEA in warning that 
Smith may be occupying his post illegal­ 
ly, sources tell us 


FEA and Carter could presumably 
resolve 
the 
questions 
about 
Sm ith’s 
status either by sending his nomination 
to the Senate for confirmation or rejec­ 
tion or by demoting him to a lesser job 
that does not require Senate approval 


All indications, as of this writing, are 
that O'Leary wants to retain Smith — 
despite the criticism leveled at him — 
and that his nomination will be sent to 
Capitol Hill 


If that happens, look for some heated 
fights in the Senate Energy Committee, 
where most of the staff and a good many 
com m ittee m embers want no part of the 
Nixon-Ford holdover 


“When O'Leary buys Gorman, he buys 
into all the sms of the past," one com ­ 
mittee source told us 
“They’ll be his 
sms now ” 


Carter could probably push the Smith 
nomination through the Senate if he and 
O’Leary’ are willing to undergo a long 
and possibly nasty battle over the ap­ 
pointment Even in the Nixon-Ford era, 
relatively few presidential nominations 
were ever rejected outright by the 
Senate 


“Frankly, we'd rather not have to face 
the problem It would be easier if they’d 
just get him out of that job,” one Senate 
com m ittee Democrat told us

After a long struggle, Jakes hits gold 


DAYTON, OHIO - (N EA ) 
— So far, the Pulitzer Prize 
people, the National Book 
Award committees, and the 
others who dole out literary 
accolades have not taken note 
of John Jakes 
But almost 
everybody else has. Consider 
the evidence . 
Last month his latest novel, 
“ The 
Warriors” 
(Pyramid. 
$2 25». appeared in a first 
printing of 3 million copies, 
the largest first printing of 
any book, anywhere, ever 
Within two weeks. 500.000 ad­ 
ditional copies were printed 
The book is currently number 
one on national best-seller 
lists of paperbacks. 
In 1976 Jakes became the 
first author to have three best­ 
sellers on the New York 
Times Book Review lists 
within a single year His books 
were among the top 10 for 40 
of the 52 weeks 
In less than three years, his 
American Bicentennial Series 
about the fictitious Kent fami­ 
ly — so far, six volumes of 
over 600.000 pages each with 
two more to come — has 
produced more than 15 million 
copies 
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These statistics would be 
remarkable even if the books 
were potboilers, but Jakes. 44, 
is a seasoned, self-disciplined 
p ro fe s s io n a l 
who 
has 
mastered the architecture of 
the novel, the construction of 
character, the interweaving 
of many plot lines and the psy­ 
chology of suspense 
His 
dialogue might not be inspired 
but it is serviceable. His fic­ 
tional people — hundreds of 
them by now — ring true 
enough 
“ I sold my first — a 
children's book — when I was 
at D ePauw U n iv e rs ity ,” 
recalls the genial author 
“ But I couldn’t connect with 
another one until 1959.” 
Meanwhile he had finished 
at DePauw. completed a 
master’s degree at Ohio State 
and gone into the advertising 
business in Chicago. “ It took 
me a good five or six years to 
even get a toe in the book- 
writing water, though I'd been 
selling a lot of short stories to 
the old pulp magazines 
Remember those drug store 
racks that w ere lending 
libraries? In 1959 I sold a 
mystery to a publisher, long 
since gone, who supplied 
books for those racks Got a 
$150 advance; no royalties, of 
course. 
“ Altogether, 
I 
plugged 
along for about 25 years sell­ 
ing a book here, a book there, 
and got it going pretty well in 
the 1960s when we were living 
in Rochester, N Y. — I wrote 
advertising copy there for five 
years — and I began writing 
science fiction novels and non­ 
fiction for children 
“ Many, many times through 
those years I got discouraged 
For example, I did 15 or 16 
science fiction books, which I 
just dearly love to do and I 
really worked hard on them 
and gave them the best I had 
at the time, which just wasn’t 
good enough 
They all sank 
like stones ”

Heigh Ho to the Patio 


It’s almost patio time again, 
and certainly not too soon to get 
your outdoor furniture in shape. 
Metal furniture is popular 
because it’s resistant to all the 
ravages of the great outdoors. 
However, even metal needs 
help. If you have aluminum 
furniture that isn’t painted, you 
will sometimes notice a whitish 
growth on the metal. This is 
caused by oxidation. Get it off 
there or the metal will pit. 
Remove the white stuff with 
fine steel wool dipped in motor 


oil. Then completely wipe the oil 
off and put a protective coat of 
wax on to prevent future 
oxidation. Other metals can 
rust if not painted. If rust has 
started, be sure to remove all 
the rust before repainting. Any 
bare spots should be primed 
with a rust preventive before 
putting on the top coat. If you 
have all-metal chairs, here’s a 
trick to prevent standing water 
in the curved metal seat. Use a 
tiny bit and drill holes in the 
seat. If you’re artistic, make a

Librium is one of the most 
popular tranquilizers Its use 
is widespread Early studies 
of the drug showed it would 
tame hostile monkeys. It has 
also been used to tame other 
animals, so in a way you can 
think of it as the taming drug 
Apparently a lot of people 
need to be tamed. 
It relieves anxiety and ner­ 
vousness without causing a 
person to become sleepy or 
sedated It is usually given in 
the least amount needed to in­ 
duce the desired effect and 
well below the amount that 
would cause sedation. 
It has very few side effects 
as medicines go. It can cause 
problems in a few cases but 
reducing the dosage usually 
relieves these Nevertheless a 
person on Librium should be 
cautiou s about d rivin g 
automobiles or engaging in 
activities that require full 
alertness 
T here are two other 
precautions that people using 
Libnum should take. Never 
use alcohol and Librium 
together. The effects are ad­ 
dictive and can be harmful, 
the same as using barbituates 
and alcohol together

is an old story to many 
residents of poor, crowded, 
crime-ridden 
neighborhoods. 
Now even the re la tiv e ly 
affluent are experiencing the 
humiliation of being turned 
down 
Example 
Career woman, 
38, who lives in a suburb of 
Hartford, Conn . “ The In­ 
surance City,” receives notice 
that her policy won't be 
renewed 
No reason given 
Angered, but comforted by 
the knowledge that she has a 
spotless driving record, she 
calls her friendly, reliable 
agent of 10 years. 
"W hy?” she asks. 
“ You have a Porsche," he 
replies, “ and the company no 
l o n g e r is u n d e r w r i t i n g 
P orsch es or other sports 
cars " 
Mind boggled , she call s 
several other agents 
She s 
told the companies they repre- 
s ent a r e n ’ t taki ng new 
customers. Finally, she finds 
herself in the hands of a m ajor

She is relieved but

For the first time, many

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Buying a battery 


If your battery went dead tomorrow, 
would you know what size battery to 
replace it with” If the person who was 
selling you the battery told you that you 
needed a bigger battery than the one that 
just died, would you know whether he 
was right? 
Here s what you need to know to make 
an educated choice. 
( ar batteries are rated in two ways: 
cranking 
am perage 
and 
reserve 
capacity. Many batteries have this 
rating printed on them But some do not 
It the battery you re looking at doesn’t 
have the rating on it, the salesperson 
should have a chart or catalogue that 
will tell you the rating If he can t show it 
to you, don't take his word for it Buy a 
battery that does have the rating printed 
on it. or buy where they’ll show you what 
the rating is. 
What the rating means Let’s say the 
cranking amperage of a battery is 450. 
And the reserve capacity is 120 minutes 
That means that at 0 degrees the battery 
can put out 450 amps for 30 seconds while 
maintaining a certain voltage Or if the 
car's generating system fails, the bat­ 
tery (if it’s fully charged) can provide 
enough power to run the car for 120 
minutes at 80 deg F. 
The rating you're primarily interested 
in is the “ cranking amperage." But 
reserve capacity is a nice thing to know 
For example, if your alternator belt 
broke, you'd have a rough idea of how 
long the batter\r would provide enough 
power to run your car before it died But 
reserve capacity is directly related to 
cranking amperage; the greater the 
amperage, the longer the reserve 
capacity 


How do you know what the cranking 
amperage rating should be for your car? 
The rule of thumb is one amp for every 
cubic inch your engine displaces Engine 
displacement of your car usually is 
marked on your car somewhere. If you 
can t find it, your local dealer can tell 
you. 
Let s say your engine displaces 200 


sores, such as air conditioning, you want 
a battery with a higher cranking 
amperage rating. For air conditioning 
allow another 50-70 amps. For power 
seats 10 amps. Allow about 10 amps for 
each accessory similar to power seats, 
such as power windows. 
For example, let s say you have a 300- 
cubic-inch engine with air conditioning

another 100 amps or so on the cranking 
amperage rating just to be on the safe 
side The battery has a harder time doing 
its job as the temperature gets colder. 
To get maximum life out of your new 
battery, remove the caps from each cell 
and check the fluid level in them every 
couple of weeks 
If low, add water 
(preferably distilled water, but clean tap 
water will do). The water level in each 
cell should be high enough so that it just 
barely touches the split ring at the bot­ 
tom of each cell’s filler hole 
How long can you expect a replace­ 
ment battery to last9 If you take care of 
it (keep it filled with water and keep the 
battery terminals corrosion-free) three 
or four years is a reasonable life span

“ Less is more" is an increasingly pop­ 
ular philosophy these days and may ac­ 
count . at least in part, for the growing in­ 
terest in miniature roses 
Yes. there 
are wee roses on six-inch-tall bushes 
that are perfect replicas, right down to 
the last thorny detail, of the normal- 
sized hybrid teas, floribundas and gran­ 
difloras we grow outdoors 
A lthough 
s c h o la rs b eliev e th a t 
miniature roses may have existed in 
China for centuries, our present-day in­ 
terest stems from the introduction of 
Rosa rouletn some 60 years ago. follow­ 
ing its discovery on a window still in the 
Swiss Alps Two rose breeders. Jan de 
Yink in Holland, and Pedro Dot in Spain, 
were soon experimenting with rouletii

In fact, at the present time, there are 
more than 300 different varieties of 
miniature roses, ranging in size from the 
smallest, or microminis, that stay under 
six inches tall, to some that may spread 
out and up to two feet if their roots are 
planted directly in the ground rather 
than in a restrictive pot Besides bushes, 
climbers and hanging types, there are 
also miniature tree roses 
If miniature roses are not available 
from your local nursery, garden center 
or plant 
shop, check in gardening 
magazines for the advertisements of 
m ail-order specialists. 
In most in­ 
stances. the miniatures are available for 
immediate delivery year round 
Miniature roses are easy to grow out­ 
doors with virtually the same care you 
would give normal-size roses They do 
need at least a half day of sun You can 
grow them in individual five- or six-inch 
pots, or make a garden in a redwood 
planter box about six inches deep and of 
any convenient dimensions 
Whether in pots, a planter or raised 
bed, miniature roses will thrive in a 
growing m edium m ad e by m ixing

temperatures on the cool side during the 
winter heating season (55-75F ) In a hot, 
dry, stale atmosphere, red spider-mites 
are sure to attack, control by correcting 
the environment, washing the plants in 
water and spraying with a miticide such 
as Kelthane

better and require less water 


Q My miniature roses grew lots of 
foliage outdoors last su m m er but 
produced very few flowers Why? 
A Probably lack of light, they need at 
least four or five hours of sun in order to 
bloom Feeding with a high-nitrogen fer­ 
tilizer might also discourage budding 
this year use a 5-10-5 or other fertilizer 
labled specificially for roses 


Q I have a miniature rose that has 
been growing and blooming in my 
fluorescent-light garden for several 
months Now it is tall and spindly and 
most of the lower leaves have died Does 
it need a rest '1 
A Yes Cut all the stems back to two 
or three inches Place the potted plant in 
the bottom of your refrigerator where 
temperatures are cold, but not freezing 
After about eight weeks, remove, repot 
and start back into active growth

Good writing recognized

Although it's no longer un­ 
common for writers to get 
rich and famous, commercial 
success and public acclaim 
are still relatively rare And, 
in any case, there’s little cor­ 
relation between ‘doing well” 
and writing well. 
That's why awards that 
recognize good writing are so 
essential They give authors 
who aren’t glamorous or tren­ 
dy or outrageous enough to 
qualify for talk show stardom 
the recognition and sales their 
books deserve. 
Although winning a National 
Book Award (NBA» was once 
considered the highest of 
literary honors, the awards 
have recently fallen on hard 
times, particularly since their 
takeover two years ago by the 
A m erican 
Academ y 
and 
Institute of Arts and Letters. 
In fact, during the 28th annual 
awards ceremony in New 
York last month, gossip had it 
that this year’s awards might 
be the last. 
The publishers and literary 
critics who were predicting 
the NBA s demise charged 
that the sober, proper 
Academy had zapped all the 
energy, creativity and excite­ 
ment, not only out of the 
ceremonies — which were 
once invigorated by chic par­ 
ties and political tensions — 
but also out of the choices 
Judges are chosen and 
presided over by Academy 
m e m b e rs ; 
A c a d e m y 
membership, while a great 
honor, is also a belated honor 
It’s true that the Academy’s 
roster reads like a “ Who’s 
Who” of creativity — Saul 
Bellow, Truman Capote, 
L illia n H eilm an, Henry 
Miller, Tennessee Williams, 
Andrew Wyeth and Leonard 
Bernstein among others — but 
there’s no denying that gray 
heads dominated when the 
judges and winners assembled 
for a press conference 
The fiction jury, which in­ 
cluded Orville Prescott, New 
York Times literary critic, 
1942-46, praised its choice. 
The Spectator Bird,” for, of 
all things, its “ sensible
